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Retail park plan 
is boost for town 


Lidl, Pets at Home and Home Bargains among those lined up 
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A DERELICT plot of land in 
Haverhill looks set to become 
a bustling retail park amid re¬ 
newed hopes of investment for 
the town. 

The long-vacant site, former¬ 
ly home to the Project Office 
Furniture factory in Falconer 
Road, was bought by a Cam¬ 
bridge property developer, the 
Howard Group, in 2008. 

The site has remained va¬ 
cant since then but it has now 
been confirmed a retail park is 
planned for the area. Shops Lidl, 
Pets at Home and Home Bar¬ 
gains are among those looking 
to set up on the site. 

William Jewson, development 
director at the Howard Group, 
said the development could be 
good news for the town. 

“I think people should be ex¬ 
cited,” he said. “I think it would 
be fantastic for the town. We 
have looked at it very carefully 
and think the more people you 
can bring in to Haverhill, the 
better. 

“People talk about the sticki¬ 
ness of a town and how it keeps 
people there. People come 
in to town for a big shop and 
will then spend time walking 
down the High Street to spend 
money.” 

A planning application will be 
made in mid-November. Haver¬ 
hill councillor John Burns said, 
in theory, there should not be 
any major obstacles to the de-

velopment going ahead. 

“It [the land] has already got 
planning permission as a retail 
park,” he said. “From my per¬ 
spective, anything that brings 
investment to the town has to 
be worthwhile. 

“I think it is a good mix of 
businesses - it may encourage 
other investors.” 

Colin Poole, Haverhill’s town 
clerk, welcomed the idea of a 
retail park on the site. 

“I think the fact the site has 
been empty and not contrib¬ 
uting to the economic well¬ 
being of the town for so many 
years means people will be 
pleased to see something hap¬ 
pening there. 

“Economic stickiness is a re¬ 
ally good way of putting it. We 
all know we can drive to Cam¬ 
bridge and get whatever we 
want, but you need to get in the 
car and it can take up file whole 
day. 

“The more shops and vari¬ 
ety in Haverhill, the better. You 
can do your shop and be home 
quickly. People can shop and 
we have got cheap, plentiful 
car parking in the town cen¬ 
tre. I think the principle of this 
should be welcomed. 

“I am sure councillors will 
have constructive criticisms to 
make when the time comes, but 
it is good news for the town. It 
is another jigsaw piece to com¬ 
plete the picture of Haverhill.”

Terrifying raid 
on elderly lady 


AN ELDERLY woman was 
the victim of a terrifying 
robbery after three men 
broke into her house near 
Haverhill. 

The incident took place 
at 7.30pm on Tuesday at a 
house in Coronation Cottag¬ 
es in Great Wratting. Three 
men broke into the property 
by forcing a rear window. 

On hearing a noise the 
victim, thought to be in her 
70s, went to the kitchen and 
was confronted by one of 
the men who held her down 
as the other two raided her 
home. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, the 
local policing commander 
for the area, said: “It was all 
over within a matter of min¬ 
utes. I am sure it must have 
been absolutely terrifying. 

“It is a very unusual thing 
to happen in the Haverhill 
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area.” 

The victim sustained a 
small cut to her lip. It is not 
known at this stage if any¬ 
thing was stolen and there 
are not yet any clear descrip¬ 
tions of the suspects. Police 
are also investigating after 
three men targeted a house 
in Campbell Close, Milden- 
hall at 6.15pm on Tuesday, 
but cannot yet be sure if the 
events are linked. 

The first man is described 
as white, around 5ft 2in 
tall, of large build, with fair 
hair and blue eyes. He was 
wearing an olive green base¬ 
ball cap with a black scarf 
around his face, a green coat 
and combat style trousers. 
The second is described as 


having a tanned complex¬ 
ion, around 5ft 2in tall, and 
of slim build. He had a dark 
scarf around his face and 
was wearing a similar hat 
and coat to the first man, 
with dark-coloured jogging 
bottoms. The third man is 
described as white, wearing 
a baseball cap with a scarf 
covering his face. 

Detective Inspector An¬ 
drew Smethurst, from Bury 
St Edmunds CID, said: “I 
would urge communities 
to remain vigilant. Any wit¬ 
nesses are encouraged to 
call police.”

A KARATE champion has 
vowed to compete in the first 
World Karate Championship 
despite the death of her fa¬ 
ther, who first inspired her, 
the day before she was due 
to fly out. 

Marie Kicks, who teaches 
at the KMA Shotokan Karate 
School in Haverhill, is con¬ 
sidered one of the best ka¬ 
rate practitioners in the UK. 

Fresh from taking third 
place in the English Ka¬ 
rate Council’s (EKC) British 
Championship held in Shef¬ 
field in May, Marie won the 
nomination to be part of a 
team representing the UK 
at the first ever World Karate 
Championships in Slovenia. 

On Monday, Marie’s father, 
Alec Croucher, died. He was 
64. Marie was due to fly to 
Slovenia on Tuesday. 

“He was the one who got 
me into it,” said Marie, who 
was 7-years-old when she 
first took up the sport. “He 
was the one who put up with 
the early starts and the car 
trips for training. He told me 
before he died, ‘you are go¬ 
ing’.” 

Despite her father’s death, 
Marie decided to stick to her 

CHARITY 
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plan to fly to Slovenia with 
the British team, and will pay 
tribute to her dad by taking 
part in the tournament. 

Marie arrived in Slovenia 
on Tuesday for registration. 
She is due to take part in her 
first match on Friday. 

“I am very nervous,” said 
Marie. “I don’t normally feel 
the nerves, but this is a little 
bit scary.” 

Despite a mounting cam¬ 
paign for its inclusion, karate 
is not yet an Olympic sport. 
The world championships 
in Slovenia are, however, be¬ 
ing treated as the next best 
thing, with a huge opening 
show making a spectacle 
with fireworks and dancing. 

Marie said she was late re¬ 
ceiving the nomination be¬ 
cause her trainer had been 
on holiday and was unable 
to deliver the news until his 
return. 

Even then, she said, she 
found it hard to believe she 
would be representing the 
UK in Slovenia. 

Marie has been training 


hard for the event with her 
husband and fighting part¬ 
ner, Colin Kicks, who also 
runs the KMA Shotokan Ka¬ 
rate School in Haverhill. 

She is keen to bring karate 
to as many people, particu¬ 
larly young people, in Haver¬ 
hill as possible and wants 
people to come to the karate 
sessions they put on. 

“It is a non-profit organi¬ 
sation,” she said. “We don’t 
want to charge a lot, just 
enough to cover our costs. I 
would like to encourage peo¬ 
ple to take it [karate] up. A lot 
of people say they’re too old 
or too fat, but anyone can 
have a go. There’s no excuse. 

“A lot of people think it is 
a violent sport, but it is com¬ 
pletely the opposite. You 
need to be controlled and 
restrained. That’s what we 
teach the people who come 
to us.” 

Currently, the karate group 
has about 70 members. 

The group holds training 
sessions at the Clements 
Community Primary School 
at 7pm on Tuesdays and 
at the Leiston Community 
Centre on Thursdays. All are 
welcome to attend.

Campaign gets 
under way for 
‘essential’ road 


A CAMPAIGN to improve 
the economic prospects 
of Haverhill, by turning 
an ‘essential’ road into a 
dual carriageway, has been 
launched. 

The A1307 is the major 
road joining Haverhill to the 
main UK road network and 
campaigners claim that the 
town is possibly the largest 
in the UK not on a primary 
route. 

A campaign to turn the 
road into a dual carriageway 
began on Friday 

“The launch of the cam¬ 
paign is key to the future 
success of Haverhill and its 
economy,” said Paul Donno, 
the chairman of Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce. 
“The A1307 from Haverhill 
to the All is a critical piece 
of infrastructure no long¬ 
er fit for purpose and as a 
chamber we are constantly 
campaigning for it to be a 
dual carriageway.” 

More than 40 businesses 
and local authority leaders 
came together at the launch 
of the campaign, which took 
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place at Culina Logistics in 
Haverhill. 

“Haverhill is where Suf¬ 
folk ends and Cambridgesh¬ 
ire starts,” said West Suffolk 
MP Matt Hancock, who was 
at the event. “These sorts of 
bureaucratic boundaries get 
in the way of planning vital 
links for growing towns and 
that is why this campaign is 
so important.” 

Campaigners want to dual 
the A1307 and say the result 
would benefit the whole 
area both economically and 
socially. 

“The main concern with 
the A1307 is to ensure reli¬ 
able journey times,” said 
Nicholas Hodge, head of en¬ 
gineering at Haverhill-based 
Sanofi. “We need to trans¬ 
port and deliver life-saving 
medical products. Therefore 
a safe and fast road to the 
All and across the UK is es¬ 
sential.” 

Nikos Savvas, principal 


of West Suffolk College and 
board director of New An¬ 
glia Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership, said: “Our modern 
economy needs and de¬ 
serves excellent infrastruc¬ 
ture, so we can compete on 
the national and interna¬ 
tional stages. 

“We can already see the 
benefits that a fully dualled 
All has brought to business 
and the local economy, now 
we must do the same for the 
A1307.” 

Steve Morris, general 
manager at Culina in Haver¬ 
hill added; “Culina would 
strongly support any pro¬ 
posals for improvements to 
the road from Haverhill to 
the national network. The 
dualling of this road is im¬ 
perative.” 

Cllr Betty McLatchy, the 
mayor of Haverhill, said 
there could be real benefits 
in dualling the road. 

She said: “I always say, 
Haverhill is not stuck in the 
corner like some people 
think, it is at the gateway of 
three counties.”

Looking to forge 
partnerships 

I WOULD like to address, if I may, 
the concerns raised by Haverhill 
Town Council over the review of 
the Borough Council's area working 
parties. 

This is a review and I welcome 
the town council's input to my 
consultation. Of course, it isn't just 
the Haverhill Area Working Group 
that is under review - we are also 
reviewing the future of our Bury and 
Rural Area Working Parties - but I am 
confident that we can work with the 
town council to decide on the best 
way forward for Haverhill. 

In fact, I am heartened by their 
response as it shows that there is a 
shared desire to find a democratic 
mechanism in Haverhill that really 
works. 

The Haverhill, Bury and Rural Area 
working parties were all set up as it 
happens at my instigation some years 
ago and a lot of good work has been 
achieved through them. 

But, their agendas, the resources 
we have to support them and many 
other things have changed, and it 
may now be time to look if there 
is better way for all councillors to 
discuss local issues without the 
need for a traditional "committee" 
meeting. 

This is recognised by Haverhill 
Town Council itself which has 
observed that, in recent years, the 
Haverhill Area Working Party as a 
mechanism for debate wasn't quite 
working with 'few requests for a 
recommendation' and 'mostly verbal 
updates from officers'. 

Let's also be clear, there has never, 
and will never be any barriers to 
the town council discussing and 
considering Haverhill issues with 
its partners, including the borough. 
Whatever our political allegiances, I 
truly believe each of us took public 
office to do the best that we can 
for our residents so conversations 
about crucial issues should take place 
anyway with or without the prospect 
of having to wait for a quarterly 
meeting. 

Whatever happens to the Haverhill 
Area Working Party this isn't the 
end of locality forums in Haverhill, 
or our partnership with Haverhill 
Town Council, and I hope over the 
coming years we can forge a closer 
partnership as we all look to bring 
forward major projects for Haverhill 
and its surrounding area - not least 
the realisation of the town centre 
masterplan.

WHEN fire ripped through a block 
of flats in Haverhill, residents only 
escaped with their lives thanks to 
the efforts of brave police officers. 

The officers involved in helping 
people escape the fire in Keeble’s 
Yard in Haverhill have now been 
recognised for their valiant ef¬ 
forts at the Suffolk Constabulary 
Awards. 

Pc Guy Ainsworth, Pc Adam 
Nightingale, Pc John Moore and 
Sgt Vince Williams were attending 
a separate incident in Haverhill 
in the early hours of July 25, 2014, 
when they noticed smoke pouring 
out of a second floor window. 

The smoke quickly turned to 
flames and, knowing time was 
of the essence, the officers broke 
down the building’s door and went 
from flat to flat alerting residents 
who had been sleeping. 

Commenting on the incident, 
Chief Inspector Kim Warner, Polic¬ 
ing Commander for St Edmunds- 
bury & Forest Heath, said: “This 
could have been a potentially 


tragic incident which was averted 
thanks to the quick actions of our 
officers. 

“I commend everyone involved 
for their bravery in this incident, 
which is a great example of the dif¬ 
ferent ways in which our officers 
respond to protect members of the 
public. I am really proud of each 


and every one of them.” 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, the local 
policing commander for Haverhill, 
said: “I am really proud of those 
officers who rush round to help 
members of the public like that. We 
have got some really brave officers 
here in Haverhill who are prepared 
to put themselves in harm’s way. 


They would 
not have received any specific 
training to do that, but they placed 
safety of the public before their 
own, personal, safety.” 

The officers, who, with typical 
modesty, declined to speak to the 
press, were given the Protection of 
Life from Fire award at the ceremo¬ 
ny which took place on October 7. 


TRANSPORT 

Rail bid gets 
support from 
town mayor 

A CAMPAIGN to bring a railway to 
Haverhill has the support of the 
town's mayor. 

Rail Haverhill, a campaign group 
looking to reinstate a rail link 
between Haverhill and Cambridge, 
met on Monday to discuss the 
possibility of bringing the railway 
back to Haverhill. They hope to 
include stations in Linton, Granta 
Park and Babraham. 

The town had previously been 
connected to the rail network, but 
lost its railway in 1967 when Baron 
Richard Beeching, then Chairman 
of British Rail, sought to rationalise 
rail services. 

Cllr McLatchy said: "I support 
them. To me, any railway will take 
a lot of vans off the road and make 
the roads safer. It is definitely 
worth a try. 

"Every day, in the news, there 
are stories of lorries over turning 
and injuring people. In France, 
they have banned all lorries from 
travelling on the roads on the 
weekends and it works very well. 
The roads are safer for families 
using the roads. 

"I also support the A1307 
improvements and think a better 
road will be a boost for the town."

“Though there is a tendency 
to regard cats as independent 
animals, they are like any other 
pet and need a loving owner to 
provide them with shelter, food, 
warmth and veterinary care.

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REMEMBRANCE 


Town remembers its heroes 


In the run-up to Remembrance Sunday, the Haverhill News will 
be publishing a series of articles delving into the town's war¬ 
time history and exploring the lives of some of the people who 
sacrificed so much. 

Here, Charmian Thompson of the local history group, looks at 
the sad love stories behind a group of WW2 pilots 


P RIOR to the war, the heavy 
bombers of 9 Squadron RAF 
were based at Stradishall 
before moving to Honington in 
August 1939. 

Three men serving with this 
squadron are commemorated on 
the Haverhill War Memorial and 
all three, Sergeant Tom English, 
Corporal Reginald Black and 
Leading Aircraftman Ralph Lamb 
met their wives in Haverhill. 

This is their story. 

Tom English was born in 
Gateshead in 1917 and named 
after his father, a colliery official 
who had been gassed during 
WW1. 

Tom joined the RAF before 
the war and while stationed at 
Stradishall he met school teacher 
Doris Ellen Bigmore of number 9, 
The Pightle. They were married at 
Bury St Edmunds Registry Office on 
November 5, 1939, but Tom had 
to return to base straight after the 
ceremony so they planned their 
honeymoon for Christmas. 

Reginald Black was born in 
1919, the elder son of Arthur Black 
and his wife Dorothy. Reg also 


joined the RAF before the war and 
while stationed at Stradishall he too 
met his future wife. On September 
23, 1939, Reg married Doris 
Freeman of 8 The Pightle in the 
West End Congregational Church. 

Ralph Lamb was born in January 
1913 in Newcastle on Tyne. When 
he was 16, Ralph was one of the 
'Home' boys sent to Canada where 
he worked on a farm. 

In November 1936 he returned 
home, eventually joining the RAF. 
While stationed locally with 9 
Squadron he met Kate Parker of 
Hamlet Road. They were married 
in the Old Independent Church on 
October 21, 1939. 

On December 18, 1939: Just 
days before his honeymoon Tom, 
along with Reg, took part in an 
attack on Wilhelmshaven. The 
Squadron lost five aircraft, two with 
Tom and Reg on board crashed 
into the sea with no survivors. 

Following the German invasion 
of Norway, the Squadron moved to 
Lossiemouth, Scotland. 

On April 12,1940, 83 aircraft, 
including nine Wellingtons from 
9 Squadron, attacked enemy

battlecruisers off Norway. They 
were met by heavy flak and 
intercepted by Luftwaffe fighters. 
The aircraft with Ralph on board 
didn't make it back and is believed 
to have crashed into the sea off 
Stavanger. Ralph never got to meet 
his only son who was born five 
months later. 

Both Doris Black and Doris 


English lost brothers later in 
the war. Lt John Bigmore, 1st 
Cambridgeshire Regiment, was 
killed by a sniper during the 
battle for Singapore in February 
1942 and Sgt Phil Freeman, RAF, 
was captured following the Fall 
of Singapore dying as a POW in 
the notorious Sandakan Camp, 
Borneo.

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Diesel saga is 
boost for electric 
and hybrid cars 


A NEW survey says that 
53 per cent of drivers 
planning to buy or 
lease a new car in the next 
two years are considering an 
electric or hybrid vehicle. 

The survey, conducted 
for the Institute of the 
Motor Industry (IMI), the 
professional body for the 
retail motor sector worth 
£152 million a year, shows 
dramatic growth in demand 
for alternative fuelled vehicles 
from the two per cent of 
overall of car sales in 2014. 

Manufacturers concerned 
by the recent diesel emissions 
turmoil will welcome the 
potential demand for AVs, 
demonstrated in the survey 
of 2,000 car owners carried 
at the end of last week. 
However, the IMI is raising 
concerns about skill shortages 
and lack government 
regulation covering 
electric and hybrid vehicle 
maintenance and repair. 

IMI awards 96 per cent 


of automotive qualifications 
and can report that 1,000 
technicians are currently 
qualified to Level 3 in 
electric vehicle and hybrid 
maintenance. Another 1,000 
are currently are taking the 
three-year course. With 
around 1 70,000 technicians 
working in the industry 
and less than two per cent 
properly qualified to work on 
these cars, a surge in demand 
for electric vehicles will lead 
to difficulties for owners and 
businesses. 

IMI is concerned that a 
future dearth of specialist EV 
skills will lead to unqualified 
staff attempting to work on 
these vehicles with potentially 
fatal consequences. 

IMI is calling on the 
government to address the 
skills shortage with a proactive 
apprentice recruitment 
programme to help industry 
to bridge the skills gap. It 
also wants the Department 
for Transport to introduce 


a license to practice for 
technicians working on 
electric and hybrid vehicles in 
similar way it regulates vehicle 
air conditioning maintenance 
and repair to protect the 
driving public. 

IMI's CEO Steve Nash 
said: "We have always 
expected demand for 
electric and hybrid vehicles 
to increase gradually over 
time as the cars become 
more sophisticated and the 
public become aware of 
their quality. The level of 
demand shown in this survey 
is astonishing and requires a 
response from Government. 

"We need a license to 
practice for technicians to 
reassure the public and to 
protect the employers who 
invest in the skills required 
to take care of the next 
generation of vehicles and 
their owners. We will be 
seeking and urgent meeting 
with ministers as a matter of 
urgency."
